REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN TO THE TRUSTEES 
OF THE 


Lisbon Public Library 





LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 


According to the custom prevailing in library management 
at the present time we have removed from the shelves 381 
“dead” or worn out books, leaving 5,318 books in active circu- 
lation. 

The accessions this year have been 114 by purchase, 2 by 
gift, 2 by rebeund magazines, also 12 from the state and 1 
from the government. Eighty-three books and one magazine 
have been rebound, and 76 new cards have been issued. 

The list of periodicals, including the gifts, for the reading 
room and for circulation is as follows:
